Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "1207". A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 
"902" and "1300". A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
1. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Watanabe et al., U.S. Patent 5,742,294, 4/1998. 

As per independent claim 1 , Watanabe discloses specifying a locus of motion of 
the image as the moving picture is played (Fig. 19; col. 26, II. 25-52) and synthesizing 
the image moving along the locus (Fig. 58). 

As per dependent claims 2 and 15, Watanabe discloses specifying a boundary 
area in the moving picture (Fig. 2), and modifying the locus of motion of the image to 
satisfy a condition defining the area (Fig. 19). 
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As per dependent claims 3, 1 1 and 16, Watanabe discloses specifying 
information for identifying the area (col. 4, II. 40-45), determining a boundary area in the 
played back moving picture (Fig. 58) and modifying the superimposing position of the 
image (Fig. 58). 

As per dependent claims 4 -6. Watanabe discloses a program (col. 1 , II. 55-57). 

As per independent 7, Watanabe discloses displaying the moving picture (Fig. 2), 
drawing a locus of motion over the moving picture as it plays (Fig. 19), and combining 
the image and the displayed moving picture (Fig. 2). 

As per dependent claim 8, Watanabe discloses changing the playback speed 
(Fig. 61; col. 26, II. 53-66). 

As per dependent claim 9, Watanabe discloses using a pointing device to draw 
the locus of motion (Fig. 7). 

As per dependent claim 10, Watanabe discloses modifying the drawn locus to 
meet a condition defining the boundary (Fig. 13 "22"; Fig. 14 "S27-S30"). 
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As per dependent claim 12, Watanabe discloses the moving picture is a 
background image (Fig. 50 "62") and the image to be combined is a foreground image 
(Fig. 50 "63"). 

As per dependent claim 13, Watanabe discloses a preview area (Fig. 50, "60"; 
Fig. 58 "75") and an interactive panel (Fig. 50; "67"). 

As per dependent claim 14, Watanabe discloses a program (col. 1 , II. 55-57) for 
implementing the method of claim 7. Therefore the rationale applied in the rejection of 
claim 7 applies herein.
